A MAGNIFICENT VELVET ROBE DID THE 
nrsiNEKs for t h e lo n e star. 
An anecdote of General Houlton—“Old 
Sam Houston” lie used lo be called—shows 
how Utile things sometimes decide the desti- 
ny of nations. 
It wa* at the time when “the 
republic of Texas'' was in embryo and striving 
to gain a standing among the nations of the 
earth. 
Hamilton and llarnby had gone to 
bogland and pushed the claims of tile bant­ 
ling with very (>oor success at first. 
5iut Hamilton and Hornby were resolute and 
jierseveidug, and ministers so far yielded to 
their jKTsuasions as to send out an agent 
charged wit!; the responsibility of reporting 
upon th* condition and prospects of the coun­ 
try after u (*'i>onal examination. The gen­ 
tleman 
selected 
was 
a 
lino, 
dashing 
young fellow named Elliot, the younger 
son of a nobleman, lie had been employ­ 
ed in a diplomatic capacity at oue of the infe­ 
rior courts on the continent, where he had ac­ 
quitted himself to the satisfaction of the gov-, 
eminent. 
There was an Implied promise of 
the recognition of Texas in case of a favora­ 
ble report from Elliot, and .the commissioners 
had encouraging assurances of procuring a 
loan in tluit contingency. They returned elu­ 
ted at their partial success, und the intelli­ 
gence thereof was received with great joy in 
Texas. 
General Houston, president of the repub­ 
lic, was one of the most perfect specimens of 
manly beauty to lie seen in the country. He 
was considerably upward of six feet in height, 
us straight as an arrow, of symmetrical prc- 
portions, and as graceful in his movement* a* 
a panther. 
He had a finely turned head and 
shoulders, and their easy play was wonderful 
to behold. 
He affected a picturesque aud 
rather theatrical style of costume; but what 
in an ordinary man would have been foppish­ 
ness and affectation, his great personal ad- 
vantages rendered natural, proper and be­ 
coming. 
la anticipation of the visit of Elliot, 
he had ordered a magnificent velvet relic from 
New York—a sort of regal garment that set 
oil hi* masculine attraction in a splendid luau. 
Der, but which would have brought ridicule 
and derision upon almost any other man. 
It 
i-j well known that Houston, although |>er- 
fectiy temperate In the hitter part of hi* life, 
wa* at one time addicted to iBtenijicrance. 
Ile was not a habitual drinker, bot occas­ 
ionally Indulged to fearful excess; awl wlieu 
Elliot arrived in Houston, then the capital of 
Texas, he wa* in the midst of one of Iii* worst 
drunken orgies. In fact, he wa* lying in the 
gutter in a state of helpless Intoxication But 
Hamilton aud llarnby were equal to the emer­ 
gency. They received the envoy with becom­ 
ing respect, conducting him to the botel with 
suitable ceremony, lie was there informed 
that the president, General Houston, had been 
unexpectedly culled to Washington, about a 
hundred miles up the country, on indispensa­ 
ble business, but would be back in a day or 
two. Awaiting his return they would show 
Hie envoy what was to be seen at the capital, 
and endeavored to make him comfortable. 
Meantime Hie general was taken to the bouse 
of a friend, bathed, cleaned and fumigated; 
and as he had wonderful powers of recupera­ 
tion, lie appeared renovated and refreshed in 
less than Iweuty-four hoar*, and, donning iii* 
gorgeous velvet robe, gave audience to the 
British envoy, looking like a monarch of Hie 
lower empire. The effect was electrical. 
Elliot was carried away by the affability and 
dignity of the President. 
Ile could hardly 
express the admiration with which lie was in­ 
spired. 
“Why, gentlemen,” sahl he, addres­ 
sing the commissioners, “I have never seen a 
man of such commanding, majestic presence, 
He put* one at Ills ease at once. 
His descrip­ 
tion of the country wa* eloquent and impres­ 
sive, carrying conviction in every' word. 
I 
should consider myself faithless to my duty if 
I did not recommend the Immediate recogni­ 
tion of your independence, and I can insure 
you all the money you want as soon as my 
report is presented.” 
Ami he performed all he hail promised.— 
Texas was acknowledged as an independent 
nation, and borrowed $500,000 sterling, and 
thus the question wa* settled adversely to the 
pretensions of Mexico. 
Suppose Elliot had stumbled ujion Houston 
as he lay in the gutter!

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A Word to Amateur Writers. 
F.ver since the first establishment of news­ 
papers, there has lieen a large class of persons 
whb, with no special fitness for such employ­ 
ment, have desired to earn a livelihood by the 
lien. Those people seem to labor under the 
delusion that there Is a secret- understanding 
among members of the craft to endeavor to 
exclude as many of the aspirants for literary 
honors as possible. They never consider how 
many dull manuscripts an editor is compelled 
to wane through before he finds one suited to 
his purpose; nor do they unifcfMand his exul­ 
tation when he at last happens to come upon 
a fresh, telling article. There Is always a mar­ 
ket for first-class matter, and the supply never 
equals the demand; but crude, undigested ef­ 
fusions are to be had by the cart-load, if uny 
Publisher can be found Insane enough to print 
them. Many youthful composers think they have 
a call to write because they can dash of! a col- 
umu article about a* quick!* as it would require 
to copy the same amount of writing. Ruch rap­ 
id compositions, however, are seldom of much 
value, for even when a trained writer, with full 
knowledge of his sujoct, sits down to commit 
Ids thoughts to paper, tile process is compar­ 
atively slow and laborious. 
Facility Is a desi­ 
rable quality in a journalist, but (lower of 
thought and a cultivated Imagination are 
much more vile able. Let those, therefore, 
who aspire to apiiear in print, lie first solicit­ 
ous that they have something to say worth 
hearing, remembering that nothing is so con­ 
ducive to clearness of style as clearness of 
thought. 
We did not, however, set out to 
lay down general rules for amateur writers, 
but only to reply to a correspondent soliciting 
employment on the ground of the glibness of 
his pen, who complains of the coldness with 
which literary critic* receive his productions, 
und who espresso* ii fear that Journalism is 
already overcrowded. 
Daniel Webster once 
said to a young man who thought there was 
little prospect for him in the law on account of 
the crowded condition of that profession, 
“There is plenty of room higher up;” anil so It 
has always I wen with literature and journal­ 
ism. Mark Twain s|>eaks very sensibly on Ibis 
subject In the November tbitnxy, and his re­ 
marks ult* worthy of a careful (ternsal from all 
amateur writers. 
We quote a portion of hi* 
reply to a corretqwndent, as it will serve to 
answer our own, 
and 
contain* 
valua­ 
ble food 
for 
thought 
for 
professional 
men generally. He says; 
“Literature, like 
the ministry, medicine, the law, and ult other 
occupations, I* crauqKNl and hindered for 
want of men to do the work—not want of 
work to do. When people tell you the reverse, 
they s|>cak that which is not true. If you 
desire to test this, yon need only hunt up a 
first-class editor, rejiorter, business manager, 
foreman of a shop, mechanic, or artist in ana­ 
branch of Industry, aud try to hire him. 
You 
will find that ho is already hired. Ile is 
solar, industrious, capable and reliable, and 
is always in demand. 
Ho cannot get a day’s 
holiday except by courtesy of his employer, or 
his city, or the great general public. But if 
you need idlers, shirkers, hulf-iiistructcd, un­ 
ambitious, and comfort-seeking editors, re­ 
porters, lawyers, doctors, and mechanics, 
apply anywhere. There are million* of them 
to be had at the dropping of a handkerchief. * 
• * And by way of serious and well-meant 
encouragement, I wish to urge u(>ou him once 
more the truth that acceptable writers for the 
press are so scarce that l»ook and (M?riodieal 
publishers are seeking them constantly and 
with a vigilance that never grows boodh a I h r 
a moment.” 
„ 


Hun nu Indian Unites Beaches. 
A correspondent of tho Chautauqua Farmer 
gives the following account of a Tuscarora In­ 
dian farmer on tho reservation in western New 
York. We do not thiuk some of the reasoning 
Is sound, but It is encouraging when we have 
evidence that any one, red, black, or white 
thinks, and this Indian evidently does: 
John Mount Pleasant, who has a farm of 200 
acres in the south-west corner of the reserva­ 
tion, about five miles from Suspension Bridge, 
told me that be cleared $2,000 hull year from 
the proceeds of his fruit orchard; and men­ 
tioned, incidentally, that the chief reasou why 
his (>eaeh trees were loaded with fruit while 
others apparently ou the same kind of soil 
bore nothing, was that in setting his trees he 
always made a (leon hole with a bar into 
which he inserted Hie tap root as deep as (>os- 
silik*. 
He said the nurserymen, in pulling 
their trees for market, very often cut off th’* 
tap root. 
He woald never set out a tree thus 
mutilated unless compelled to do so; andia 
that case he would take the longest lateral 
root he could find aud thrust it down into the 
hole as a substitute for the original tap root. 
By pursuing this course he almost uniformly 
has a liberal crop of |>eachee. Iii* i»eacU-trees 
are set in alternate rows with his apple-trees. 
Ile endeavors to keep the ground entirely 
free from grass and weeds, and never tries to 
raise any sort of crop among his fruit trees.— 
A few years ago Ute so-called quack grass in­ 
truded ujkui his orchard, and took possession 
of the whole enclosure in spite of all his eflorta 
to prevent It. 
For a while he feared he should 
be obliged to succumb to it, but ut last a hap­ 
py thought struck him. 
He had' a harrow tuude after tho common 
(Mitten), except that all the teeth were set with 
points inclining forward sev -a1 degrees from 
the perjjendicular. He had conquered. This 
harrow tom tai out the quack ’grass, root and 
branch; and be lias only to let it dry and 
burn it to be rid effectually of bis enemy. 


Uncut Leaves. 
A writer in one of the papers protests against 
uncut leaves. 
It took him five minute* to cut 
the leaves of Ilia pa[M*r, which claims to have 
a circulation of 50,000. 
This would amount 
to 520 days of eight hours. The leaves of the 
entire edition could be cut by a machine for 
$25. 
It took him thirteen urinates to rut the 
leaves of Hurjier’s Magazine, which were worth 
more to him thun the prise of the journal.— 
Thirteen minutes each, on an edition of 50,- 
000, would amount to a little over four working 
years. The whole edition could be cut by 
machinery for fess than $100. Aud yet pub­ 
lishers persist in imposing their unfinished 
works upon a busy public, exacting a tax 
which they bare no right to inflict, aud which 
lf levied la money would b§ resisted. 
In Ens­ 
iled uncut books are fashionable, as aristo­ 
cratic readers have plenty of time they are 
glad to get rid of in any way; and the poorest 
man in the realm takes his coe from my Lord. 
Cut leaves presuppose that time is valuable 
ami people are in a hurry-, which the English­ 
man looks upon as exceedingly plebeian, it 
is time all such nonsense were worked out of 
the American mind. The leaves cut by h; n I 
are always ragged aud unsightly. 
They catch 
and hold the dust, bud soon look old and are 
dirty. 
And It Is an imposition upon the time 
and patience of readers to compel them to do 
by hand what can be done ten times as well 
iii a hundredth (tart of the time, und at trifling 
expense, by machinery at the binder’s. There 
is no more sense in sending out unfinished 
liooks und magazines than in inqiosing unfin­ 
ished hats und siloed upon customer*.

A Remarkable Family. 
A Long Branch correspondent of the World, 
in speaking of the death of Simeon Leland, 
gives some interesting details about a remark­ 
able family of hotel keepers, and says: The 
family have been connected with thirteen ho­ 
tels, embracing the Astor, tile Clinton, the 
Metropolitan, the St. Charles, the Sturtevant, 
and the Westchester House, of this city; the 
Grand Union, the Clarendon, and the Colum­ 
bia of Saratoga; the Occidental, of San Fran 
cisco; the Springfield House; and the Ocean 
Hotel, Long Branch. 
They have employed 
over 2,200 persons at one time, and the joint 
expenses of their hotels have at one period 
exceeded $9,000 per day. They have accom­ 
modated over 3,000 persons for a week 
together at their establishments, and it is 
calculated that their hotels have altogeth­ 
er been patronized by over 1,000,000 (>eople. 
Not long ago the value of the hotel property 
rented, owned and controlled by them was es­ 
timated at exceeding $2,225,000. 


How to Cook a Hah.—The lute Gen. Win­ 
field Scott, an acknowledged authority in Hie 
culinary art, was of the opinion that few cook* 
knew how to cook ham liecause they did not 
boil it until soft enough to lie eaten with ti 
s()Oon! 
A great artist once told Hie writer 
never to serve a ham under one year old; it 
was then to be soaked all night in soft water, 
and, lf (KMslble, in running water; to lie put 
on the fire in a large (>ot of cold weather, and 
slowly boiled at least twenty minutes for every 
pound it may weigh; and as for skinning u 
bain lie held It to be ait outrage, a sacrifice of 
quality to mere appearances, which no sensi­ 
ble manflBiotild be guilty of. 
If your ham is 
served cold, as is always done in Europe, it 
should be soused in snow or ice water imme­ 
diately after coming from the pot, liecause ti e 
sudden cold prevents the flow aud escape of 
the juices. 


Masonic T rea su re.— The Troy Whig says 
that John S. Perry, grand treasurer of the 
Grand Commandery of the State of New York, 
ha* received the new jewels, twelve in num­ 
ber, ordered for the grand Milkers of that body. 
Mr. Perry, who is ono of the oiliest and most 
prominent Ma9ous in the State, is of course 
their custodian. 
Their cost was $700. Each 
consists of a knitted silk ribbon to be attached 
to Hie feeing of Hie coat or vest, crossed with 
three heavy chased gold bans of lieautiful de­ 
sign and finish.

Beyond the 
foundation, 
several courses of stone over the 'w atershed." 
av it Is termed, is all we see, while it should bo 
reas nably expected—allowing a liU-rul mar­ 
gin for delays always incidental to such great 
works—that by the first of September, 1872, 
Hie first story and a portion of the secotid one 
should be eructed. 
No complaint can lie made 
by those entrusted with the direction of affairs, 
that they have tieen stinted in money or liam- 
ix red by legislation, for democrats us well aa 
republicans have always shown a liberal spirit 
with respect to this building, which, when com­ 
pleted, will lie, lf the original plans are adher­ 
ed to. one of the grandest buildings in the 
world, and one of the glories of the State. 
While no voioe can justly be raised to attack 
the capital commissioners on tbs score of ex­ 
travagance or misappropriation of funds—Hie 
investigation of lust winter fully establishing 
the honesty with which the fund-are expen ded 
—the time has certainly arrived for a strict 
inquiry Into the cause which bus led to the 
many delays iu prosecuting the work of erec­ 
tion. 
It does ssem as though the Genii of the 
New York court-house had put a spell oil the 
whole concern, with the determination to have 
it an uncompleted work, like the great Call e 
dral of Cologne. Among the excuses put forth 
first was lack of material, then the granite was 
“too hard," again “too soft,” the workmen 
.•truck at different times, brick was lucking, 
but at no time has any allegation I teen made 
that a competent working force could not bt* 
obtained to prepare ami place the granite, 
brick, etc., into position. 
A large number of 
mechanics have been induced to settle in Al- 
Imny—ninuy of them moving their families ami 
household goods, at great expense, from other 
places, In order to work on the capitol—and 
the working force, which should be counted 
■■long the thousands, dwindles down among 
file hundreds, from lack of materials to work 
with. 
There remains in the treasury to the 
credit of the commissioners $1.000,boo, aud 
these mechanics are thrown out of employ­ 
ment. 
There is luumanagumeat somewhere 
In regard to this business, ami we have a sus­ 
picion that It is a division of sentiment among 
tho commissioners. 
The many deaths of tho.-e 
engaged in the business of legislation last win­ 
ter, caused by the foul air of the badly venti­ 
lated cluunber«> and committee rooms of the 
Old tapltol, is a warning to expedite the erec­ 
tion of the new one. 


GREAT BRITAIN. 


London, Aug. 18. 
Dispatches from Belfast to noon to-day state 
that the disturbances there continued through 
Saturday night and into Sunday and are not 
yet ended.

Dragoons of the 40th regiment 
have arrived at Belfast from Dublin, and the 
constabulary were pouring iuto the city from 
all parts. 
A number of persons are reported 
killed, but the excitement is so great that ii is 
impossible to get definite particulars.

In tile evening, in order to avenge his death, 
Marcelino Gutierrez, another brother, deliber­ 
ately shot and killed President Batta iii ids 
bed in prison. 
Hie ex-Prestdent received ten wounds. 
Soon utter tills Thomas Gutierrez himself and 
another brother were killed, and the dead 
bodies of tile three Gutierrez’ hung in the 
Plaza at Lima. 
Immediately on the receipt 
of the news of the murder of Batta, the steam­ 
er Limena. left at midnight to look for the 
fleet which had sailed for Callao on the dec­ 
laration of the dictatorship. 
The Limcna re­ 
turned about I o'clock the 27th, followed by 
the Peruvian iron clad, lndc;>eudenaia, with 
Pardo on I ski rd. 
Ile was received with rap­ 
turous cheers by the people.

Beside* good apples, well gathered and 
well preserved, cannot fail of finding a remun­ 
erative sale some lime before the next season, 
lf uot this fall or winter. 
There cannot be au 
overstock neat June, and if careen ^vtheriig 
and preserving will give to the fruit grower a 
sure market, then the bestowal of both is ullke 
tbe dictate of prudence and economy.
